Excitement runs high In this county 
over a petition filed In the Floyd Coun¬ 
ty Court two weeks ago by ’’The East¬ 
ern Kentucky Land Corporation," seek¬ 
ing to list for taxation about 88,000 
acre# of land In the heart of the coal 
fields of the county, claimed under 
grants made by the State of Virginia 
during the latter part of tkfc Eighteenth 
century. 

The fight over the claims will begin 
hero Monday, when a hearing of the pe- 
ltion to list the property In this coun¬ 
ty come* up for hearing before County 
Judge James P. Harris.

This promisee 
to be a very aggravating feature of th# 
cose from the fact that the law pro¬ 
vides that the Circuit Court of tho 
county is the one of - lost resort for 
those claiming under the grants* and It 
is feared by the attorneys opposing the 
claims that any demonstrations or acli 
of vlolenoe on the part of the natives 
will furnish grounds for carrying tho 
case Into the* United States courts. 
Most of tho land covered by those 
claims Is In the mountain part of the 
county and on Beaver creek, wh*ro 
feuds have existed ever since the terri- 
tory has been inhabited, and it ts 
gravely feared by the most conserva¬ 
tive citizens that there will be trouble 
here next Monday, and possibly much 
bloodshed.

KENTUCKY FUGITIVE WARNED 
TO BE ON HUS GUARD. 


REFUSES TO DISCUSS AFFAIR. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. Jan. 12.—[Special ] 

—William 8. Taylor, former Governor 
of Kentucky, who Is under Indictment 
In that State for complicity In the 
murder of Gov. Goebel, but whom the 
Indiana officials have refused to sur¬ 
render for trial, has been advised to 
be on h!s guard, as a conspiracy has 
been hatched among Socialists to kid¬ 
nap and return him to Kentucky for 
trial. 

It ts said that the organ of the So¬ 
cialists, the "Appeal to Reason.^ has 
offered a reward of $1,000 to any one 
who will kidnap Taylor and deliver him 
to the Kentucky authorities, and the 
ex-Govemor has been warned that 
someone, tempted by the reward, may 
undertake to obtain It. 

The reason for the offer Is found In 
the recent arrest of the officers of the 
Western Federation of Miners In Col¬ 
orado and forcibly taking them to 
Idaho for trial for the murder of the 
Governor of that State 
It Is declared that the United States 
Supremo Court has Justified the “kid¬ 
naping'* of the miners’ officers and 
that there would be an entirely differ¬ 
ent ruling If Taylor were kidnaped and 
taken from Indiana to Kentucky, he; 
being « Republican and capitalist. | th 

while the miners ’’were laboring men 
and without Influence politically ” 

Mr. Taylor Is practicing law here 
and has been greatly worried at times 
by the action of strange men near his 
home. He has received several warn 
Ings and some of them proved lo have 
been timely, as Investigation showed 

He refused to-day to discuss the new 
danger. Baying that It was Impolitic to 
do »o, but friends say that he Is con¬ 
stantly on his guard, knowing that 
$1,000 reward may tempt some crank to 
earn It by actually trying to take him 
forcibly back to Kentucky.

ASKS CONGRESS 
TO ACT QUICKLY 


President Says Colorado 
River Is Menace. 


Special Message Asks For 
$2,000,000 Outlay. 


Serious Situation In Salton 
Sink Described 


VALUABLE LAND IN DANGER. 


Washington. Jan. 12.—The President 
to-day sent to tho House a message 
urging some action by Congress toward 
remedying the situation caused by the 
break in the Colorado river bank four 
miles below the International boundary 
line In Mexico and which threatens the 
property lntorosta In the Imperial Val¬ 
ley of California. The President's mes¬ 
sage contains a long review of tlve sit¬ 
uation and says that prompt action 
must be taken, otherwise conditions 
will become so extreme as to be Im¬ 
practicable of remedy. Probably "with 
an expenditure of 22.000.000, he says* 
the river can be restored to Its former 
channel and held there indefinitely. 
The full text atf the message Is as fol¬ 
lows: 

To the Senate and House of Representa¬ 
tives: The Governor of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia and individuals and communities 
In Southern California havo made urgent 
appeals to me to take steps to save the 
iambi and settlement* In the sink or de¬ 
pression known as the Imperial Valley 
or Salton Sink region, from threatened 
destruction by the overflow of the Colo¬ 
rado river. The situation appears so se¬ 
rious and urgent that I now refer the mat¬ 
ter to the Congreas for Its consideration, 
together with my recommendations on the 

subject. 

Briefly stated, the conditions sro these: 
The Imperial Valley. so-cailsd. in San 
Diego county. Cal.. Includes a large tract 
of country’ below as level. Southeast of 
the valley and considerably above its level 
is the Colorado river, which flow* on a 
broad, sflghtly elevated plane on which 
it pursues a tortuous course, finally enter¬ 
ing the Oulf of California.

of wood and of the smallest possible di¬ 
mensions. Through, the efforts thus mod** 
a large anw nt of land was brought under 
cultivation, and at one time it wns re¬ 
ported that over 109.000 acres were being 
more or less Irrigated. 

The first heading of the canal of the 
California Development Company w*a in 
the United States, immediately north of 
the Mexican bonier It was found after a 
time, however, that the heading on the 
United States side of the line did not give 
a prade to furnish sufficient flow of water, 
and after headings had been opened at 
other points without successful results, a 
cut In the river bank was made four ipU©* 
farther South, in Mexican territory. This 
gave the water a shorter and steeper 
course toward the valley. 

The making of this cut In a hank com¬ 
posed of light alluvial soil above a de¬ 
pression such as this, without controlling 
devices, wns criminal negligence This 
short cut on Mexican soil was mad© In 
the fall of 1204 It was gradually eroded 
by the passage of water, and in the spring 
of 1905 the floods of the Colorado river 
entering the artificial cut. rapidly widened 
and deepened until the entire flow of the 
river was turned westterly down the rela¬ 
tively ateep slope Into the Imperial Valley, 
and thence Into what is known as Salton 
Sink or SaJton Sea. 

• • • 

Railroad Lends Honey. 


The lands In Imperial Valley are 209 feet 
or more below the level of the Colorado 
river. Down as far as tho international 
border they are protected from Inundation 
by low-lying hill*. South of the boundary, 
in the Republic of Mexico, the hills cease 
abruptly and only the broad, low mud 
banks of the river protect the valley from 
being converted Into an inland sea or 
lake. 

In order to get any water to th.'s vast 
tract of fertile, but desert land. or. on 
the other hand, to protect It from too 
much water, wosk* of supply or of pro¬ 
tection must he built In Mexico, even 
thoogh. they may tap th© river hi th© 
United States, Th© United States can 
neither aid nnor protect the interests of 
Its citizen* Without going on foreign roll. 

Nature ha*, through many centuries, 
protected thl* great depression from over¬ 
flow. but the restless river, constantly 
shifting, has annually threatened to break 
thtough the banks. Only a little human 
aid wns needed to cause It to do so. 

This condition has been long known and 
through many year* schemes have been 
discussed cither to convert the Salton 
Sink area Into o lake, or to Irrigate the 
desert lands below sea level by making a 
cut In Mex:co through the west hank of 
the Colorado river. It was also well un¬ 
derstood that if the cut In the hank was 
not carefully guarded the river would 
quickly g©t beyond control. 

Finally after many plans had been ten¬ 
tatively tried, the California Development 
Company, a New Jersey corporation, ac¬ 
tively undertook the work. To Insure the 
safety of Imperial Valley the head of the 
canal on the river was first placed on 
United Slates territory, near where the 
river was bounded by hills. The canaJ 
then swung southwest and wvet away 
from the river through Mexican territory 
to connect with natural depressions lead¬ 
ing to the valley and back Into the United 
States. 


After tho mischief became apparent, 
strenuous efforts were made by the Cali¬ 
fornia Development Company to close the 
break, but these were without success. 
Finally the Southern Pacific Company, 
finding Its tracks Imperilled and traffic se¬ 
riously interfered with, advanced money 
to the California Development Company, 
and thus took chargw of the situation. 

By means of the facilities avaTable to 
the Southern Pacific Company, the break 
in the west bartk of the Colorado river 
wns closed on November 4. 190A A month 
later, however, a sudden rise in the river 
undermined the poorly-constructed levee* 
Immediately south of the formef break 
and the water again resumed Its course 
Into the Rnlton sea. 

The result* have been highly alarming, 
a* It appear* that If the water is not 
checked it will cut a very deep channel 
which, progressing up stream in a *©rle« 
of cataracts, will result In conditions 
such thAt the water cannot be diverted 
by gravity into tho canals already built 
In the Imperial valley. If the break 1? 
not closed before the coming spring flood 
of 1907, it appears highly pro!»able that 
all of the property values created In this 
valley will be w*lped out. Including farms 
and towns, a* well as the revenues de¬ 
rived by tho Southern Pacific Company 
Ultimately the channel will be deepened 
in the main stream itself up to and be¬ 
yond the town of Yuma, destroying the 
home* and farms there, the great rail¬ 
road bridge, and tho Government works 
at La Gunn dam above Yuma 

It is difficult to estimate how many peo¬ 
ple have settled in the valley, the figures 
vary from 6.<XW persons up to os high as 
10.090. It is also difficult to ascertain how- 
much money has been actually spent In 
real improvement*. Town lots have been 
laid off. sold at auction, and several hun. 
dred buildings erected in the various 
small settlement* scattered throughout 
the tract. The greater part of the pub¬ 
lic land ha* been token up under the 
homestead or desert entry laws, and suf¬ 
ficient work has been done to secure title 
Some crop* have been raised, and under 
favorable conditions, the output in the 
near future will be large 
• • • 

Resources Are Small. 


Attempt Was Dangerous. 


The organiser* of this company. In order 
to carry on the work In Mexico, ctuwd 
to be created a subsidiary company in 
Mexico under the Mexican law Cone©*- 
slona were granted to this company by 
the Mexican Government and provision 
w-us made for the employment of a Mexi¬ 
can engineer to be designated by that 
Government in order to see that the work 
was properly carried out. The danger¬ 
ous character of the attempt wns thus 
recognized In this concession. 

The California Development Company 
began Its work by making representations 
to possible settlers of the great benefits 
to be derived bjr them by taking up this 
land A largo amount of money which 
might have been used In needed works 
was expended in advertising and promot¬ 
ing the enterprise. The claims were not 
only extravagant, but in many rases it 
appears that willful misrepresentation 
was rr.sde. Many of the operations of this 
company and of Its subsidiary organisa¬ 
tion* tended to mislead uninformed set¬ 
tler*. 

At first the success of tho company was 
great and It disposed of water rights to 
settlers at prices sufficiently large to ob¬ 
tain fair revenue, either in cash or In 
securities of value. Tho money thus ob¬ 
tained from settlers was not used in per¬ 
manent development, but apparently dis¬ 
appeared either in profits to the principal 
promoters or in the numerous subsidiary 
companies which, to a certain extent, feed 
on tho parent company or served to ob¬ 
scure Its operations—such a* a construc¬ 
tion company, a company to promote set¬ 
tlement, and a company to handle the se¬ 
curities of the various other corporations. 

The history of the*© deals is so compli¬ 
cated that it would requir© careful re¬ 
search. extending through many month*, 
to unravel the devious ways by which 
money and valuable securities have disap¬ 
peared In brief, it Is sufficient to state 
that the valuable considerations which 
were received for water rights were ob¬ 
viously not used in providing necessary 
and permanent w-orks for furnishing 
water to tho settlers 

• • • 

False Statements Haas. 


The actual amount of tangible wealth 
or securities possessed by the settlers to¬ 
day. on which money can be raised, is 
believed to be very small. Nearly all in¬ 
dividual property baa* been expended in 
swearing water rights from the California 
Development Company or from the other 
organisations handling the water supply 
and controlled by this company. 

It is evident that the people have slan¬ 
der resources to fall back on. and. In 
view of the threatened calamity, are 
practically helpless. The California De¬ 
velopment Company Is also unable to 
meet the exigency. The obligations as¬ 
sumed by the sale of water rights are so 
great that the property of the company 
Is not adequate to meet these obligations, 
In other words, a gift of the visible prop¬ 
erty of thl* company and of it* rights 
would not be a sufficient offset to the as¬ 
sumption of its liabilities. 

Nevertheless, the people In their des¬ 
peration were reported a* trying to Issue 
and sell bonds secured by their property 
In order to give to the California Devel¬ 
opment Company $1,009,000 to assist In re¬ 
pairing the break. 

The complications which have arisen 
fmm the transfer of the property an 1 the 
Involved relations of the California De¬ 
velopment Company, with Its numerous 
subsidiary' com pane*. ore such that the 
United State* would not be Justified in 
having any dealings with this company 
until the complications are removed and 
the Government has a full understanding 
of every phase of the situation. 

It ha* been stated above that the Cali¬ 
fornia Development Company ha* not the 
financlnl strength to repair the break and 
to restore th© bank of the Colorado river 
to such permanent conditions that a sim¬ 
ilar occurrence cannot happen It is 
farther understood that the Southern Pa¬ 
cific Company, having exr**n<l©d $2,900,000 
or more for the protection of It* Inter, 
ests. declines to furnish more money to 
the California Development Company to 
save the Imperial valley, beyond con¬ 
trolling the present break In the river 
bank. 

The owner* of the property In Imperial 
Valiev, both farmers and townspeople, 
together with the Southern Pac.ac Com¬ 
pany and the « alifornla i -*\ * opmsnt 
Company, have combined to call upon 
the Government for a contribution to as¬ 
sist the California Development Company 
to the extent of erecting permanent 
works to Insure protection for the fu¬ 
ture.

Property Endangered. 


manently maintained In Its natural b«ri 
the progressive back-cutting in the course 
of one or two years will extend upstream 
to Yuma, as before stated, and flnallv to 
LogunA dam. now being built by th© 
Government, thus wiping out millions of 
dollars of property belonging to the 
Government and to efttsens. Continuing 
further It will deprive all the valley lands 
along the Colorado river of the posslblllt;. 
of obtaining the necessary supply of wa- 
ter by gravity canals. 

The great Yuma bridge will go out. and 
approximately 700,000 acres of land, as 
fertile as the Nile valley, will bo left In 
a desert condition. What this m©ann 
may be understood when we remember 
that the entire producing area of South¬ 
ern California is uboul 360 000 acres. A 
moat conservative estimate after full de¬ 
velopment must place the gross product 
from this land at not less than $100 per 
acre per year, every ten acre* of which 
will support a family when under Intense 
cultivation. 

If the break In the Colorado Is not 
permanently controlled the financial loss 
to the United States will be grrat. Tho 
entire Irrigable area which will be either 
submerged or deprived of water In th© 
Imperial Vallay and along the Colorado 
river Is capable of adding to the perma¬ 
nent population of Arizona and Califor¬ 
nia at least 360.000 people, and probably 
600,000. Much of the land will be worth 
from $600 to $1,600 per acre to Individual 
owners, or a total of from $360,000,000 to 
$700,000,000. 

Tho point to be especially emphasised 
Is that prompt action must be taken, if 
any; otherwise the condition may become 
so extreme as to be impracticable of rem¬ 
edy.

It is probable now that with an 
expenditure or $2,000,000 the river can be 
restored to Its former channel und held 
there indefinitely, but if this action 1* not 
taken immediately severe* this sum 

may b© required to rest* it. and poesl- 
blv It cannot be restored unless enormous 
sums are expended.

The question us to whut sum 
IL **£>'• •*°Uld t>e paid to the Southern 
Pacific Company for work done since the 
break of November 4, 190$, Is one for 
future consideration; for work done prior 
to that date no claim con be admitted 
But one practicable course 1* now open 
for consideration. The Southern Pacific 
Company must continue Us work to close 
the break and restore the river to Us 
proper channel. The United States can 
then take charge, making th© protective 
works permanent and providing for their 
maintenance.

It Is not believed that a free gift of

The Reclamation Service should be au¬ 
thorized to take stem* at once for the con.

To accomplish thl* the United State* 
should acquire the right* of the California 
Development Company and Its subsidiary 
corporations In the United Slats# and 
Mexico i»pop such reasonable term* as 
shall protect the interests of the Govern¬ 
ment and of the water users. The United 
States should obtain by convention with 
Mexico the right to carry water through 
that country upon reasonable conditions 

Most of the land In the Imperial Valley 
ho* been entered tinder the terms of the 
desert land act or the homestead laws, 
and title ha* not passed out of the LTnltei 
States. > 

• • • 

Much Work Required. 


The construction work required would 
be: The main canal, some sixty miles In 
length from laigtina dam Into the Impe¬ 
rial Valley; the repair and partial recon¬ 
struction of the present distribution sys¬ 
tem in tho valley and It* extension to 
other lands, mainly public: diversion dams 
and distribution system In the Colorado 
river valley, and provision for supplement¬ 
ing the natural flow of the river by means 
of such storage reservoirs na may be nec. 
canary. This would provide for the com¬ 
plete irrigation of 300.0W acres In the Im- 
perlal Valley and for 499,090 acres addi¬ 
tional in the United States in tho vaJlujr 
of the Colorado in Arizona and California. 

The reclamation fund now available has 
been allotted for project* tinder construc¬ 
tion and the anticipated addition os to the 
fund for the next few years will be need¬ 
ed to complete these projects It will, 
therefore, be impossible to construct a 
reclamation project for the Imperial val¬ 
ley with the funds now In bond, and It 
will be necessary for Congress to make 
specific appropriation for this work If It 
decide* to under lake It. 

Such appropriation would he expended 
for a project carried out under nJl the 
provision* of tho Reclamation Act. re¬ 
quiring the return to the reclamation fund 
of the cost of the onnstructlon and main¬ 
tenance of fhe irrigation works, and the e 
should be the further requirement that 
the coat of permanent protective works 
and their maintenance be repaid. 

• • • 

Prompt Action Needed. 


The interest* of the Government in thl* 
matter are so great In the protection of 
it* own property, particularly of th* pub¬ 
lic land*, that Congress !s Justified in tak¬ 
ing prompt and effective measures toward 
the relief of the prerent situation. No 
steps, however, should be taken except 
with a broad comprehenrion of the mag¬ 
nitude of the work and with the belief 
that within the next ten year* th© works 
and development will be carried out to 
their full proportions. 

The plan In general is to enter upon a 
bro*d. comprehensive scheme of develop¬ 
ment for ail the irrigable land upon Colo¬ 
rado river with needed storage at the 
headwaters, *o that none of the water of 
thl* great river which can be put to 
beneficial naa will bo allowed to go to 
warie. 

Th© Imperial Valley will never have a 
nnfo and adequate sunply of water until 
the main canal extends from the laguna 
dam. At each end this ckam is connected 
with rock bluffs and provide* a perma¬ 
nent heading founded on rock for tho di¬ 
version of the wuter. Any works built 
below this point would not b© safe from 
destruction by floods and cannot be de 
pended upon for a 
of »

'imply of water to the valley. 

If Congress does not give authority and 
make adequate provision to take up this 
work In the way suggested It must be 
Inferred that it acquiesces in th*' aban¬ 
donment of the work at Laguna and of ail 
future Attempts to utilize th© valuable 
public domain In this part of the country.

CAUSE OF DEATH 
YET UNKNOWN 


Experts Examine Katie Bry¬ 
ant’s Body With Microscope. 


Coroner, In Burial Certificate, 
Assigns Pyonephrosis. 


Where Was Girl Thursday 
Night and Next Morning ? 


RINGS GIFTS OF FRIENDS. 


Katie Bryant, Who Died at Dr. Murphy s Inlirmary 


Although OoroneV Kelly yesterday Is¬ 
sued a btlrial permit for >he body of 
Kate Bryant, specifying the cause of 
death as pyonephrosis, Dr*. Carl Weld- 
ner, 1* P. S$*©ars and Louis Frank, aft¬ 
er an autopsy which consumed 
tho whole afternoon, declared tljat 
they were not ready to state 
for publtoatlon what was the 
true cause of tho young woman's 
death. They said that until a micro¬ 
scopic examination of certain of the 
organs had been made they could not 
give out any information concerning 
the result of their observations. The 
examination Is to be made at once by 
Dr. W led nor and will not be finished 
under threo or possibly four days. 

"Pyonephrosis" Is defined is "an ac¬ 
cumulation of pus In the pelvis of the 
kidney.” Tills would seem to bear out 
the statement made by Coroner Harris 
Kelly that the kidneys of the young 
woman were found in such a condition 
as to lead to th© belief that her death 
was due to Bright’s disease. However, 
the physician* making the autopsy yes¬ 
terday refused either to affirm or deny 
this i»o»»ibJllly. They also declined to 
state whether they found any evidences 
of Instrumental or other interference 
They said that written statements of 
their findings during the afternoon had 
been pr©!*m»d and would he turned 
over to the police and the newspapers 
at the proper time. 

• • • 

Microscopic Examination. 


Dr. Weidner said at the conclusion 
of the examination; ‘ There are certain 
statements we might make, but per¬ 
haps It would not bo wise nt this 

This view was approved by Dr. 
Spears, who said: 

"V\ are. of course, In the hand# of 
the authorities and at their disposal. 
Whatever Information is given out 
should com© from them.'* 

••We cannot say anything about 
thaL" said Dr. Weidner. In answer to 
a question as to whether th© autopsy 
had disclosed any evidences of foul 
play. "We cannot make u report to 
the authorities satisfactory to ourselves 
until we have mad© a microscopic ex¬ 
amination of the organs. This examina¬ 
tion will be commenced at once, but 
our conclusions cannot be reached for 
probably threo or four days. 

"I will say that Coroner Kelly made 
two very careful autopsies. 1 am told 
that one was made Sunday afternoon 
nnd the other Monday afternoon, and 
from nil Indications they were very 
complicated.” I>r. Weidner was asked 
to say what he meant by complicated, 
hut answered only, *T mean that they 
were evidently very careful examina¬ 
tions and very thorough." This ex¬ 
pression was corroborated by the other 
physicians. * * *

REPORT DECLARES REVENUE 
COMMISSIONER TO BE FAIR. 

Charges That He Has Been Working 
Against Small Denatured Alcohol 
Diatillera Disputed. 


Superior. WIs., Jan. It.—Tho Tele¬ 
gram to-day print* a lengthy report 
by Commissioner of Intcmia Revenue 
Yerkea, made at ttm special request cf 
Prewldent Rcxxaevclt, as the result of ] 
charges made against Mr. Y«rko$* de- 
pnrtmenit. Th* paper has charged the.! 
Mr. Yorkco* dc-prirtmciv. had been work¬ 
ing against the law permitting th* die- 
tllllng of denatured alcohol, and further 
charged that tho law waa Ineffective 
because it compelled a distiller to pro¬ 
duce at least 600 gallons & day. 

In hi* report to the president, Mr. 
Yorkea contradict* both these point* 
ilatly. He declare* there is absolutely 
no limit; that a still may pnoduce five 
gallons or 600; that a small distiller ts 
placed under no disadvantage under 
the law. He declares that he has n«vr-r 
attempted to hmd off legislation In thD 
respect, but that, on the other hand, 
he has been supporting the tnov* for 
four years past. 

Mr. Yerk#s says that his depjrtnient 
has not hedged tho law around with 
regulation* that axe prohibitory to the 
farmers, and, furthermore, pledges the 
support of tho department f«T th* ob¬ 
taining of any further legislation that 
experience may show to be n*ee*aary 
In the interest of small dUtlllera.

TEXAS BOOMING. 


Distribution of 1,000,000 
Acres To Begin Soon. 


LAND VALUES IN LONE STAR 
STATE HIGHER. 


COMMONWEALTH STILL OWNS 
OVER 12,000,000 ACRES. 


IMMENSE TRACT TO BE SOLD. 


Austin. Tex.. Jan. 12 .—[Special.]— 
Whenever the United State* Govern¬ 
ment opens up a new reservation for 
settlement there Is widespread ado 
made over it. The placing ut*on the 
market of a tract of 600.000 acres of 
land of the Federal domain attracts 
much attention. In Texas. It would he 
considered a mere trifle; a pretty good- 
sized ranch, to be sure, but there are 
several individual properties, in this 
State much larger than that in area. 
Texas owns her own domain. Tho Fed¬ 
eral Government has never owned a 
foot of the soil of the State, except that 
which It has acquired for its army posts 
and other purposoa. 

Thin State has been going out of the 
land business for several years. During 
the last four years J. J. Terrell, State 
Land Commissioner, has sold more than 
6,000.000 acres of public lands to actual 
settlers, and between January l and 
July 1 of the present year and addition¬ 
al 1,000,000 acres will be placed upon the 
market. The demand for these State 
lunds is enormous. While tho fact has 
never been advertised throughout the 
country that such lands were open for 
settlement, the Influx of settlors have 
come from almost every State In the 
Union. Notwithstanding the fact that 
several million acres of land have been 
sold during the last four years, the 
State still owns about 12,000,000 acres of 
land, which will be sold as fast as the 
leases on It expire. These leases are 
held by cattlemen, the land being used 
for grazing purposes. Much of the un¬ 
sold land is in what is known as the 
semi-arid belt, but during the lost three 
or four years the crop seasons have 
been excellent, even In that dry section, 
and land values have greatly Increased 
on account of this Improved condi¬ 
tion. 

It was only by rare good fortune 
that Texas retained her heritage of 
public lands, which have been the basis 
for the splondid public school system 
now In force in this State. The origi¬ 
nal treaty of annexation provided that 
the Republic of Texas should surrender 
her public lands to tho United States. 
This treaty failed of ratification by 
the United States Senate. Subsequent¬ 
ly annexation was perfected under Gen¬ 
eral resolution, by the terms of which 
Texas retained all of her public do¬ 
main and relinquished her claim to the 
northwestern territory described In the 
original boundary of the republic, and 
which extended north through what Is 
now Colorado and to what Is now Wy¬ 
oming. In consideration of this relin¬ 
quishment of her claim to that excess 
territory the State was paid the sum 
of $10,000,000 by the United States.

The western boundary' of the Spanish 
province of,Texas was the Nueces river 
-t^l n vaguuiy defined line extending 
northward. The republican constitu¬ 
tion of 1824 of Mexico combined the 
provinces of Co&hulla and Texas Into a 
single State with the same boundaries 
they had as provinces. A decree of th© 
constitutional congress of Coahulla and 
Texas in 1824 and the constitution of 
the latter State In 1827 declared that 
the separate boundaries of Coahulla 
! and Texas should remain the same as 
\when they were provinces. 

The first Congress of the Texas Re¬ 
public Ignored the acts which had fixed 
tho boundary of the domain and did 
some fudging which It successfully 
backed up afterward. This first Con¬ 
gress passed an act. which was ap¬ 
proved by President Sam Houston De¬ 
cember 19. 1836, extending tho civil and 
political Jurisdiction of the republic 
from the mouth of the Sabine river, 
along the Gulf of Mexico to th© mouth 
of the Rio Grande, thence along that 
river to its source, and from that pednt 
due north to tho 42d degree of north 
latitude, and thence along the bound¬ 
ary line as defined In tho treaty be¬ 
tween the United States and Spain to 
the beginning. 

Under the terms of that ant of Con¬ 
gress the area of Texas Included, be¬ 
sides Its present area, 66.000 square 
miles of territory of New Mexico. 19.000 
square miles of Colorado, 7.700 square 
miles of Kansas. 4.000 square miles of 
Wyoming, and 5,000 square miles of 
Oklahoma. 

There are probably comparatively 
few people now living In Colorado. 
Wyoming. Kansas and Oklahoma who 
knew that portions of those States were 
once embraced In the Republic of Tex¬ 
as That Texas couM have maintained 
her title to this great domain Is believed

Had Texas retained this 101.360 squara 
of territory which she relliv- 
qutshed to the United States, hor 
wealth and power in -the galaxy of 
St&tee would now bo aimont Incom¬ 
parable. There are thousands of form 
and ranch homes and many targe towns 
scattered over this territory, which was 
once a part of Texas. If tho original 
treaty between Texas and the United 
States, providing for th© annexation 
of th© former, had bean ratified by the 
United States Senate, Texas would 
have lost her public lands, but would 
have been .the gainer In territory to 
the aniount of 101,360 square mile* In 
excero of what is now comprised with¬ 
in tho boundaries of th© State. 

When tho State Constitution was 
adopted in 1876. the State of Texas 
owned 59.635.681 acres of land. The de¬ 
mand for this tend has Increased year 
by ye>ar until It Is evident, at the pres¬ 
ent rate of sales to homeseokexs, the 
remaining twelve million acres wlU be 
dlsjKAcd of within th© next three or 
four years. Practically all of this un¬ 
sold land is* situated In the western part 
of th© State, which until a few years 
ago was looked upon os unfitted for 
agrieuKune. It Is rapidly proving Itself 
to be tho best cotton growing portion 
of Texas. In th© Panhandle region 
splendid crops of wheat are raised. 

The low prices and liberal terms upon 
which Trans Is selling her lands is only 
becoming known In tho older States. 
Thousands of horneseekers have poured 
across her northern and eastern bor¬ 
ders in railroad trains and old-time 
covered wagons during the last six or 
eight months, many of them coming 
from distant States, where prices of 
land are high and the farms over¬ 
crowded. 

The homeseeker can do much better 
In buying lands from Texas than he 
can to •'homestead” upon public land of 
th© United States, it is claimed. He la 
allowed to purchase from four to eight 
sections of land under the Texas law 
and Is given forty years’ tlm© to pay 
for same. 

In making application to buy State 
land the prospective purchaser must 
give tho amount of his bid per acre 
on the tract he wants to buy. The 
minimum price at which these lands 
are held la $1 per acre. 

• • • 

Land Values Higher. 

In the more favored sections and lo¬ 
calities land has been selling recently 
as high as $10 and $12 per acre. The 
average price received for .the land 
which th© State bus sold during the last 
two years Is about $3 per acre. Prior 
to that time many millions of acres of 
choice land were sold for $1 to $2 per 
acre. Much of th© land which was sold 
only two years ago for $3 or less per 
acre Is now worth $7 to $10 per acre 
and is In great demand a<t that price. 
In many Instances land has been sold 
recently for as high as $15 per acre 
which could hav© been purchased two 
or three years ago for $2 per acre. This 
1 b particularly true of the Panhandle 
region. Into which horneseekers have 
been pouring In great numbers during 
the last several months. All of the 
State land In the Panhandle has been 
taken up and the new settler must ob¬ 
tain his land through private transac¬ 
tion!. 

It Is south of th© Panhandle that the 
great bulk of the unsold public lands 
lie. It is claimed that much of this 
unsold portion is equally ns good as 
the Panhandle lands, although the lat¬ 
ter have gone up In price to $10 and 
$18 per acre. The only drawback is! 
the scarcity of water, and thut is a| 
condition which has not been experi¬ 
enced in any part of Western Texes 
for iw-veral years. Whether this changt 
in meteorological condition* Is to bo | 
permanent reimlns to be seen. At 
any rate It hns had the effect of caus¬ 
ing the settling up of a large area of 
the State 

Homesteading in Texas is different 
from that In Western States. Sol 
houses were to be seen occasionally In 
the Panhandle a few years ago. I»u: 
moat of them hav© disappeared, and 
oemfortable frame and brick struc¬ 
tures have taken their places. In the 
more southern region of the Stale th > 
homesteader did not find It necessary 
to protect himself or family from cold 
by constructing a dttgout. Tne win-s 
ters are warm, and a makeshift shanty 
of boards answers the purpose until 
the land Is made to produce a surplus 
of revenue sufficient to construct a 
better home. The Texas homesteader 
does not have to provide agsinst long 
and severe winters. There is hardly 
a dozen days In the whole year than 
he cannot work outdoors. Mia live 
1 *tock docs no! have to he fed during 
the winter months If they are per¬ 
mitted to run upon th© range, and the 
expenses of living are reduced to a 
minimum. It 1 * the© th L .ngv and the 
cheapness of the lands that are at¬ 
tracting new settlers u> Texas.

OTHER LEGISLATIVE NEWS. 


Nashville. Tenn.. Jan. 12 — fSpecial.]— 
Th© enactment of an anti-race-bet ting 
bill by the Genera] Assembly, which 
seems to be a foregone conclusion, will 
not only destroy the race tracks at 
Nashville and Memphis, and also ma¬ 
terially affect the fair associations In 
the State where betting has hitherto 
prevailed on harness races, but It will 
also be a severe blow to th© Kentucky 
thoroughbred breeding Interests. 

Th© breeders and turfmen In Ken¬ 
tucky and Tennessee had hoped that 


th© Tennessee Assembly would go no 
further than creating a Racing Com¬ 
mission similar to that of Kentucky, 
and putting all racing matters under Its 
control. 

But even this Is now seen to b© out 
of the range of possibility. The bp- 
position to racing in this State has 
grown wonderfully In the last few 
years, especially In Memphis, and this 
opposition has been shrewdly led by a 
handful of preachers, backed by busi¬ 
ness men of more or less Influence. 

The trouble can really ail be laid at 
the door of the Memphis racing Inter¬ 
ests. Several years ago, Nashville turf¬ 
men endeavored to enlist the Memphis 
Jockey Club people In a demand for the 
establishment by the State of a Racing 
Commission, but it proved futile. 

The Memphis managers wanted to 
have long meetings. They felt that a 
Racing Commission might limit th© 
meetings to ten or a d^zen days each 
spring and fall, and this would Inter¬ 
fere with their determination to have 
long meetings.

These mutterlngs were taken advantage 
of by the Rev. W. E. Thompson and 
other Memphis reformers, with the re 
suit that the Rice-Llgon BUI against 
race betting was passed two years ago. 

When that law was held unconstitu¬ 
tional, Thompson end his followers re¬ 
newed the agitation, and the bill now 
pending has been bo drawn that there 
is not a loophole for the racing men to 
get through. 

With racing driven out of Tennessee, 
Missouri. Illinois and Indiana, the 
breviers of Kentucky and Tennessee 
realize that their Industry Is very serf 
ously menaced. In fact, because of the 
larger capital invested. Kentucky is 
much more concerned than Is Tennes¬ 
see. 

The breeding of running horses In 
this State has been decreasing for 
many years. The passing of Belle 
Meade. Falniew. Peytona. Cliff Lawn 
and other one time noted nurseries 
leaves but a few isolated breeders, and 
with the passage of adverse legislation 
these will be forced to give up. 

The Tennessee Breeders* Association 
gets out easier than the Memphis 
Jockey Club. The former has sold 
Cumberland Park to the Tennessee Fair 
Association, but the Memphis club has 
its valuable plant on its hands. These 
tracks may still be used as winter 
quarters by some of the horsemen, but 
with the racing prohibited It is not 
likely tills will be for long.

Tho Nashville street railway hauled 
more than thirty million passengers 
tot year, and could have Increased the 
number If It could have met oil de¬ 
mand*. Though many cars were 
bought, many lines extended or double 
tracked, and new Much built, the road 
was unable to keep up with the growth 
of palnsiage. 

Th© city transfer station, through 
which the cars of all lines pass, and 
which In the only station of Its kind 
In the United States, Is totally Inade¬ 
quate to the public demands, and dur¬ 
ing the present year its capacity Is to 
be doubled. 

One of the projects now being con¬ 
sidered by the management Is the ex¬ 
tension of Its Fairfield line some ten 
miles to the Hermitage, ihe resting 
place of Gen. Andrew Jackson. Other 
extensions into rapidly growing sub¬ 
urban districts are being mapped out 

During the past year mammoth car 
barns, covering more than four acres, 
in the heart of the city, hAve been 
built. Some months agv> an effort was 
made to put the Nashville property 
into a holding company, along with the 
street raflways In Memphis, New Or¬ 
leans, Little Rock and Birmingham, 
but the local capitalists in th© Nash¬ 
ville road declined the arrangement. 
Instead, they voted to authorize abend 
Issue of $16,000,000, the proceeds to 
be used In taking up old bonds and In 
needed Improvements In the railway, 
and also In the lighting branch of the 
corporation. The company does all the 
commercial lighting In Naahvllle. The 
city has its own plant, but only for Its 
own uses. The cUy Is now receiving 
3 per cent, from tho grow earnings of 
the railway company, the money all 
going for the maintenance of the park 
system.

New Theater Project. 


Th© passage of the Pendleton Bill, 
extending the provisions of the Adams 
Law to all towns between 6,000 and 
150,000 population, now pending In the 
i Senate, does not neceasarily mean that 
the larger cities will be without sa- 
‘ loons. The passage of the bill merely 
gives th© vx>ters In any city not now 
under the Adams Law the privilege of 
voting wehthor or not they will abol¬ 
ish their present charter* and take 
out charters under the law. 

What the liquor and brewing Inter¬ 
ests fear, however, is that as soon as 
the bill passes there will arise a cry 
In Nashville, Memphis. I'hattn.nooga 
and Knoxville for a reference of the 
question to the people, and then there 
will be trouble. The result of such a 
contest, especially in Nashville and 
Knoxville, la uncertain. Memphis would 
likely decline to vote out the saloons, 
as would Chattanooga. But Clarks¬ 
ville, Columbia and Jackson would 
very probably go dry by abolishing 
their present charters. 

If the Pendleton BUI passes, and 
there appears to be no doubt of It, and 
Nashville and ono or two other big 
towns vote out the saloons, Tennessee 
wtll be a doubtful State hereafter, be¬ 
cause thousands of Democrats voted 
for Patterson in November merely on 
the supposition that he was not antag¬ 
onistic to the saloons. These men can¬ 
not be held in line again. 

• • • 

Many Reports Mnde. 
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Amr>ng the biennial reports made to 
Gov. Cox this week, and which will be 
transmitted by him to the General As¬ 
sembly, are those of the State B«>ard 
of Pension Examiner*, the State Rail¬ 
road Commission and the Adjutant 
General. 

The pension report shows that at the 
close of November the roll stood as fol¬ 
lows: Soldiers—1.411 fourth class, at 

$60 per year, and 621 fifth class, at $60 
per year; total 3,347. Amount pen¬ 
sions, $258,380. Widows. 2l)f» first class, 
at $72 per year, and 383 ftecond class, 
at $60 per year; total. 649; amount 
pensions, $42,132. The tou! expenses 
of th© board for the year were 14,385.95. 
There are now applications for pen¬ 
sions from 1,150 soldiers and 610 
widows. 

The Adjutant General’s report show’s 
that there ore 1.800 to 2,000 fairly-drill¬ 
ed, well-equipped and armed members 
of the National Guard It Is recom¬ 
mended that the biennial appropriation 
be increased from 125,000 to $60,000, and 
that 500 to 1.000 acres of level land on 
the Cumberland plateau be purchased 
for a permanent camp site and also for 
rifle ranges. Target range© at other 
points are also recommended. During 
the post two years more officers and 
men have attended the encampments 
than ever before. 

In the Railroad Commission's report 
it is showm that of the ninety-six coun¬ 
ties in the State, only fourteen are not 
reached by railroads. During the past 
year three counties^ Overton. Fentress 
and Union, have been brought Into 
communication with the outside world 
by means of railroads. Hancock coun¬ 
ty. In East Tennessee, has neither 
railroad, telegraph nor telephone com¬ 
munication, according to the commis¬ 
sion. East Tennessee is better off In 
th© way of railroads than either of the 
other grand divisions. 

The commission wants the Legisla¬ 
ture to devise some law by which the 
nonresident owners of railway cars, not 
the property of local railroads, operat¬ 
ed In the State, can be reached for tax¬ 
ation. These cars now escape taxation. 
The Pullman Palace Car Cornpuny, 
however, pays a privilege tax. The re¬ 
port says: 

“The work of the commission has re¬ 
sulted In the saving of many thou¬ 
sands of dollars to the shippers and 
adding many million dollars to the tax¬ 
able values of the State, nnd-by the ex¬ 
ercise of Judicial and JudMous methods 
In adjusting controversies between rail¬ 
roads and shippers. It has saved the 
trouble and expense to them of litiga¬ 
tion. and has brought about harmony 
ptratlon.**

DIES VERY SUDDENLY. 


JOSEPH M. ALLEN. FORMERLY 
SCHOOL TEACHER 


Seized On Way Home and Expires 
By Roadside—Sixty-five Years 
of Ago. 


Prof. Joseph M. Allen. we11-Xn*»wn ed¬ 
ucator of Kentucky, and for thirty-six 
years prominently connected xflth local 
educational Institutions, was found dead 
at a short distance from his home near 
Anchorage at f» o’clock Friday night. 
When he wa* fodnd by Jeffries Rogers, 
an employe of the Allen family, ho was 
seated by the side of tns rend with his 
umbrella on one side of him and his 
basket on tho other. In accordance with 
the. Instructions of Dr. Harris Kelly, the 
Coroner, th© body was removed to the 
home or the Allen family, where an An¬ 
chorage physician pronounced death due ‘ 
to apoplexy. 

At the close of the afternoon session 
Prof. Allen, who. at the time of his 
death, was principal of the Crescont; 
HiU-ulifton school, boarded an Interurbsn 
car and alighted at Forrest, ft small eta- ! 
thin between O’Banmm and Anchorage. 
Finding no one to meet him. he started | 
to walk horn©, and evidently was srlzed 
with Illness on the way and sat down on ) 
the roadside. His wife became worried 
because of his protracted absence and 
sent Rogers to find him. with the result 
that his lifeless body was discovered on 
the roadway, with the basket and um¬ 
brella that he had carried beside him. 

F*rof. Allen was sixty-five vears old 
and Is survived by hi* wife. lie was a 
native of New York, where the early part 
of his life was spent. After gaining 
some experience ns n pedagogue In his ; 
native State, he removed to t..nclnnatl. I 
and for a short time taught In tne public 
schools of that city. After remclntng 
there a year he cam© to Louisville and 
became connected with the local school 
system. 

When the Sixth-ward school, at Sec- 1 
ond and Gray streets, was established. 
In 1870, he was made principal and re¬ 
mained In that capacity until 1875, ^hen 
he was removed to the Cable-street 
school. After giving valuable service at 
that school for over a score of years he 
was elected principal of the German¬ 
town school, and In 19**» was transferred 
to the First-ward school but before the ( 
opening of the tortu In September lie wn« 
removed io the Crescent Mill school, of 
whloh he was principal at the time of 
his death 

Prof. Allen was an efficient teacher. 
Patient and kind to his nunlls. he was 
beloved by ntl, bu. strict and exacting In j 
discipline, he was abb* to accomplish I 
wonders with even the most unruly 1 
scholar. He Inculcated the Idea of “go- | 
nhead-nnd-do-soniethlng” Into »*ach and 1 
even’ one of his pupils and got the best 
that was In them out of them His sud- 1 
den death is felt keenly by thousands uf 
persons who were taught by him.

(Tii* Found Out Needs of Local Of¬ 
fice— Commissioner Casein Hears 
Motion To Quash Charges. 


Argument on all preliminary ques¬ 
tions raised In the demurrer to the In¬ 
dictment against John B. Etly. charged 
with killing his wife, was heard by 
Judge Pryor yesterday' morning and tho 
case taken under submission. One week 
was allowed the Commonwealth and 
defense to file brief# relative to au¬ 
thorities cited on the various legal 
points brought up. Judge James P. Tar¬ 
vin spoke for Etly, while Loraine Mix 
was for the Commonwealth. 

Before beginning hie argument Judge 
Tarvlti filed additional grounds for set¬ 
ting mrtde the Indictment. They were 
aa follows: 

Fii^t—That said indictment wo* aecurod 
by fr.i-.d. 

Second—Tha* tsiid indictment w»t 
wrongfully procured. 

Third—That the procuring of said In¬ 
dictment wo# fraudulently had by way of 
persecution. 

Fourth—That #ald indictment was so 
procured as to violate the right* of the 
defendant tinder the provisions of the 
Constitution of Kentucky. 

t'lfth—That mid indictment was si pro¬ 
cured as to violate the rlg.it# of the de¬ 
fendant under the Constitution Of t'.o 
United Suites. 

Sixth—That said Indictment was *o pro¬ 
cured us to constitute oppression of tn:s 
defendant. 

Seventh—That said indictment wx* pro¬ 
cured by the fraudulent suppression of 
testimony from the grand Jury. 

Judge Tarvin explained that the affi¬ 
davits of a very' sweeping and sensa¬ 
tional nature filed heretofore were not 
tendered for tho purpose of attacking 
the validity of the Indictment so far aa 
code grounds were concerned. On the 
contrary, they attacked the Indictment 
on constitutional grounds. Thougn the 
code gave certain conditions under 
which Indict menu* w ere void, that was 
no reason, he said, why the court could 
not In Its discretion find other valid 
reasons to take _*uch a step. 

He said that It was not through 
wrongful formation of the grand Jury’ 
that he attacked the Indictment, but 
because of the suppression of facts and 
fraud employed throughout the inves¬ 
tigation.

Charges Conspiracy. 


In discussing the case for the Com¬ 
monwealth. Mr. Mix said that the in¬ 
dictment had been secured In an en¬ 
tirely regular manner and that there 
had been no suppression of facts.

Paris, Jan. 3.—That France may be 
Governed by a horde of madmen If 
alcoholism and, particularly, rhe us© of 
a&Mnthe continues at the present rate, 
la a prospect seriously considered by 
the Academy* of S dertcea.

As the Chamber of Deputies practically 
rules France, and as the Deputies are 
chosen from the great maa of the peo¬ 
ple, the Increasing consumption of 
liquor la bound to tek.

Taming the Lobby. 

Over In Indiana thoro is & disposition 
among some Legislators ax least to 
UrnAt the power of the hobby. A bill 
Is to be passed if possible that will 
serve as a refkralnt upon the third 
house and which, it Is hoped, may dis¬ 
close the means which It takes to in. 
fluence legislation. 

A great many psople are Inter e ste d 
in the laws paused by a Legislature. 
ThSy have a right to be. Many l%w 8 
are proposed which would affect un¬ 
favorably the Interests of certain 
classes of citizens Thane ore others 
that would promote their Interests or 
other Interests in an eminent degree. 
Borne law’s are passed without sufficient 
consideration. It would be a hardship 
bo deprive people who would be ruined, 
or at least damaged, by a particular 
bill from pointing out to the legislators 
the effect that It w*ould surely have. 
Et would be an equal hardship to de¬ 
prive people that would be benefited by 
It of the privilege of showing If they 
can that It would do more good than 
harm; that while it might be disastrous 
to certain special Interests, it would, on 
the whole, bo a blessing to the groateat 
number. 

Buch considerations as thts have led 
to a toleration of efforts from the 
people to Influence legislation. The 
men who pass the laws are supposed 
by a legal fiction, a “pious fraud." as 
It is sometimes called, to be the eorv- 
ante of the people. lienee. It Is argued, 
with some plausibility, that the peo¬ 
ple have a right to Instruct their repre¬ 
sentatives. This has led bo the build¬ 
ing up of what I* called a lobby com¬ 
posed of peoplo who go to the place 
w here the Legislature meats for the 
purpose of telling the members what 
acts they ought to pass and what 
they ought to defeat. The lobby 
la tolerated largely because It Is ad¬ 
mit tod that the people Irgerested In 
legislation ought to have a to an on to 
point out the nature and bearings of a 
bill before It Is permitted to become a 
law. 

While these representations are ren- 
eaumbie enough tho lobby built up 
generally falls to carry them out in a 
satisfactory manner. Every citizen has 
an Interest In the laws pasned, but 
every one has not Umz and modey suf¬ 
ficient to Justify him In going to tho 
cap 1 toi and making himself the volun¬ 
tary adviser of the Legislature. Nor 
does his ability or his Intervene enable 
him to employ attorneys to represent 
him. On the other hand, people w ho 
desire legislation which will put 
thousands or hundreds of thousands of 
dollars Into their pockats feel that they 
can afford to employ attorneys and al¬ 
low* them many thousands of dollars 
for expanses In order to get passed tho 
measure which are exclusively In their 
own i lit areata. The same la true of peo¬ 
ple who desire to defeat measures 
them large 
sums of money. Of course It Is po«- 
clble that some of them df’idre nothing 
but what la right, but there are other* 
that dvsire legislate*n In tlvolr own 
Interests which Is opposed to that of 
the masses, while others desire to 
defeat legislation which is obviously ti 


public Interest which oonfllcts with 
that of their employer. They voice no 
thought or wish beyond the “Interest** 
they represent. Their attitude ts described 
with exactness In the couplet: 

Who** breed I eat. 

HU song I sing. 

“Such persons are not safe counsellors. 
They are the enemies of the people*s In¬ 
terests Their very presence is Inimical 
to the public welfare. Human rights—the 
rights of the Individual citlsen, or the 
rights of the body of the people-are not 
safe where legislation can be procured or 
defeated or Government administered 
through the corrupt and de moral iz*. nc In¬ 
fluence of the paid agent* of organized 
wealth and greed. Be If-respect, the good 
name of the State and your duty to the 
great publlo, whose representative you 
are and which commissioned you to apeak 
and act for It, should Impel you to banish 
them by affirmative action from these 
hall*. There are many measure* of un- 
usual pubHc Import coming before you 
which profoundly concern the people and 
to which many of These interests will be 
opposod Indeed, I am advised that a 
number of professional lobbyists retained 
to represent them are already here 

The Governor, therefore, recommend¬ 
ed that an act be p&seed providing for 
the registration of all peHons employed 
to promote or prevent legislation, with 
a statement of the names of their em¬ 
ployers and what they are employed >o 
<Fx A bill for this purpose follows the 
lines of the New York statute, which 
requires. In addition to registration, a 
statement of the expenses Incurred, 
which Is to be verified by oath. Viola¬ 
tion of the law Is to be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1,000, or Im¬ 
prisonment In the penitentiary for one 
year, or both. 

Til ere Is only one sort of lobby that 
ought to be tolerated. It Is quite proper 
that the merits of bills should be ar¬ 
gued by attorneys If desired. In public, 
where those of a different way of think¬ 
ing may respond If they like. Legisla¬ 
tion Is a matter of public Interest, and 
all arguments with reference to It 
should be made In public. Secret prom¬ 
isee or payments to legislators, threats 
of personal Injury or political prosecu¬ 
tion end the like strike at the very 
foundations of free and useful legisla¬ 
tion, and ought to be vigorously prohib¬ 
ited. Every person engaged In hurtful 
lobbying by secret methods, amounting 
to bribery or Intimidation, ought to be 
punished In the rooet severe manner, 
and forever disqualified from voting or 
holding office. They are the worst ene¬ 
mies of a free government, because 
their practices tend to bring It Into 
contempt. _

Ws run over 
our list of titled purchases even* now and 
then in tha newspapers and dlscuaa thetfl 
and car os* them and are thankful and 
happy." 

Aiaa what Mark Twain says Is so 
••if-evident that It Is not necessary to 
otU any Instances to Illustrate the 
truth of U. All of us, down In our 
hearts, realize this weakness of human 
nature. And yet if we should under¬ 
take to analyse tlie circumstance we 
should find that the worship of titles 
Is not defensible by logic; It can be 
explained only os a folly of natura 
For are not titles altogether man¬ 
made? Are they not frequently borne 
by foohi and vulgarian*? Con the eld¬ 
est son of a "lord" keep from being 
bom to a title? Is the label a matter 
of his own oahleve»ment; 1* he in any 
way responsible for It* posses*ion; has 
he anything to do with it whatsoever? 
Does It render him lew a mere mortal, 
less a human like the rest of us or 
leas a roue, a mendicant, a parasite, a 
thief, an Idiot? 

It Is especially illogical for Amer¬ 
icans. secretly or openly, to bow down 
before titles, for we could have had 
them In this country If we had wanted 
them. The founders of the nation need 
only have created It a monarchy In¬ 
stead of a republic, and the trick would 
have been dona Unless In the mean¬ 
time there had been a revolution, we 
should now be living under the scepter 
of a King or Emperor, and we should 
have all about us Princes and Dukes 
and Earls and baronets by the score. 
Th# makers of the new nation delib¬ 
erately spurnod the monarchical system. 
They regarded It as fantastic, artl 
flclal. unfair and more or less absurd. 
They did uot wish to bind posterity's 
fate to the whims of men whose power 
and authority was purely a matter of the 
chance of birth. They desired that the 
people should choose their own ruler* 
and administrator* of law. and that tha 
opportunity should be given to the na¬ 
tion’s youths to achieve greatness. Bo 
the)* framed a republic. % 

If we had had a monarchy, Theodore 
Roosevelt would not be at the head of 
the Government to-day. Borne descend 
ant of the first King would be the sov¬ 
ereign. Perhaps Theodore Roosevelt 
would be unknown beyond the limits 
of his own home. But because we 
have a republic ha a mere cltlxen, was 
given the opening to the eminence 
which he now onjoya His predecessors 
and his follower* must thank the broad 
Ideas and wisdom of the father* of the 
nation for their chance of distinction, 
too. 

Titles being a mer* matter of the 
form of government, and our republic 
being a greater system thAn any mon 
archy. logic cannot support homage to 
tKles on the part of American#. It 
would have been so easy to create title* 
had we wanted them. And. suppose 
we had them; they would be borne by 
some of the American# living to-day; 
somsr of our friends and acquaintances, 
maybe oar nert-door neigh bora maybe* 
our office boys, maybe the drunkard on 
the corner would be so decorated. The 
titles would not make them any better, 
either. They do not exert any exalting 
magic upon the heart the body or the 
soul. They ore labels, that Is all- 
labels which any nation could create 
If the people should decide that they 
wanted to paste them on their fellows, 
and labels which merely proclaim a 
system of government that takes oppor¬ 
tunity from the young man of ambi¬ 
tion and yields people up to the dom¬ 
ination of accidents and fatheads

PA.NDING WITH RAPIDITY. 


CHILDREN RECLAIMED, PA¬ 
RENTS REPRIMANDED AND 
FAMILIES HELPED. 


REPORT MADE FOR LAST YEAR. 


The record* of the Board of Chil¬ 
dren** Guard Line for the year 1906. a* 
compered with its record* In the years 
‘froofMof, Show that thla IniKltuUon. i 
to whteb but a meager share of credit 
has beet) accorded, la one of the moat 
potenrt and fruitful factors for the bet¬ 
terment of social conditions now ope¬ 
rative In Louisville, or even the State. 
Ill© work of the board, which begun 
under extreme difficulties a few years 
ago, Is rapidly expanding, until now 
It* labors are constant and always 
strenuous. For months after its or¬ 
ganisation Its work was entirely educa¬ 
tional, and it was not until It had 
struggled along, encountering many 
and varied obstacles, for more than two 
years, that It found a mors mibsumt iul 
favor and a more hearty support from 
the sources It so much needed from the 
outset. 

The annual report for 1906, which 
was submitted at the annual meeting 
of ths board, os compared with other 
years of its work, will give some idea 
of ths great volume of good accom¬ 
plished. However, the report can fur¬ 
nish only an outline of ths full scope 
of aocorapilahment—It cannot show the 1 
far-reaching influence It has exerted 
for good; It'Cannot show in words and 1 
figures how many lives have been | 
brightened by its benign Influence, how j 
many heartaches have been relieved, | 
how many crimes it has prevented by 
its timely interference, how many in¬ 
digent fathers It has awakened to a 
sense of duty, or how many mothers it 
has mads happy by the influence of its 
work in wretched homes. 

Could the Louisville public but spend 
tt day in tha offices of the Institution 
and witness the passing picture; but 
hear the stories of woe, the tales of | 
suffering and deprivation caused by ! 
heartless fathers and mothers and have 
unfolded to them the consequent suffer¬ 
ing of Innocent childhood; oould the 
public but follow the active workers of 
the board os they move Incessantly | 
about the city, Investigating a rumor 
bore, taking drastic action there, tak¬ 
ing in cl large eomoMmos an entire f&ml- | 
ly yonder, then the praises of this 
spl -ndid work would be sung on every 
bond. 


Nearly Thousand Children. 


The annual records of the society 
show that during tho year ending De¬ 
cember 56, eases In which 912 children 
were Involved were taken up and in-1 
rest | gated by the machinery of the in- i 
stltutlon. Of these many were removed j 
from the unwholesome environment 
and unchaste homes and placed In the 
purs atmosphere of asylums and the 
homes of renontlbls citizens; In other 
homes where there were found unsat¬ 
isfactory conditions reprimands were 
sufficient to remedy conditions and to 
finally uplift the* homes and purify 
them to such «n extent It was-unneces¬ 
sary to remove »he children. 

The hire figures by no means tell the 
Story; nor do they even furnish to the 
jner# casual observer the extent of the 
work accomplished. Because no dras¬ 
tic measure was reported to in hun¬ 
dred* of instances, it should not be un¬ 
derstood that nothing was accom¬ 
plished by the investigations. To the 
contrary this Held i» where a great 
good has been and la being accom- 
plUhed. The very fact that the officers 
of the board visited the home for the 
purpose of investigation, proved In 
many cases all that was necessary to 
"improve conditions and relieve the sit¬ 
uation As e result of these Investiga¬ 
tions, where no arrests were mode, the 
officers of the board ore dally besieged j 
by persons who wer e delinquent in 
tome sense, but who when placed un¬ 
der the surveillance or probation of the 
"board. are trying to better conditions 
gnd are appreciative of the board's In- j 
lereat and efforts in their behalf. Kv- | 
cry day can be seen at the office moth- I 
ers of families where tho board found 
want, deprivation and degradation. 
These mothgr*. many of them, call 
there tit regular intervals to secure 
money paid into the hands of the board 
by improvident husbands and fathers, 
who until their cnees were taken In 
hand by the Institution failed to pro¬ 
vide at home. Others of these mothers 
call there to ask the aid of the board 
In remedying some friction in their 
homes. Father*, who hud deserted 
their families, call there to leave their 
weeklv wages for their families, lest 
the bond of the law fall heavily upon 
them through the watchful agency of 
the board: others call there to report, 
discharging promises to do better or 
‘suffer the coneequences. Thus It will 
be seen the Board of Children's Guar- 
dluns. in ro far as the laws would sup¬ 
port. has. since Its organisation, been a 
court In Itself, ever watchful over the 
delinquent parent as well as the delin¬ 
quent child of Louisville. 


Results Far-Reaching. 


As a result of the board's work dur¬ 
ing the years It has been active, the 
court records show hundreds of case* 
Where drastic measures were restarted 
to In dealing with stubborn cases 
There are hundred* of Instances where 
V,oth fathers and mothers have suffered 
the severe penalties of the law' for de¬ 
linquency toward their little ones; 
{bore are hundred* of Irstano*-* where 
Innocent children have bo»n snatched 
from the nyercUte* hands of cruelty and 
ilven over to wholesome surroundings; 
there are numerous cates where penal¬ 
ties have begn Inflicted and suspended 
on Uv* prom las* of tho prisoner* to do 
better ami In almost every' case a great 
change for tho bettor has been the re¬ 
sult _ * 

By fax th# greater volume of work 
has been accomplished by the board 
alnco 1900, whan through :h»* agency of 

r egnal work on the part of Hobart 
Blngh un, the board’s president, and 
>Tr. Oeorg- L. 8* hon. State superin¬ 
tendent of the Kentucky Children’* 
Home Society, the available funds of 
tb* board wi re augmented by a city 
levy of one-fotir:h of 1 per cent., 
amounting to about $3.00 nnnuaMy. 
Realizing the need of aggressive work 
on the part of the b -ird hi Louisville 
those men. at the sacrifice of their per¬ 
sonal affairs. sp«-:*t much time In se¬ 
curing this concession from the City 
Council. A* the work expanded It b - 
came necessary to secure still more 
fund*, and th** folk virg y«nr, 19 1. Mr 
Bingham took tip the matter with the 
yisral Court, with the result that o 
like sum—<n*-fniirth of 1 p'f cent, per 
swrum—wn* levied from the taxes of 
the county, adding about $3,000 more 
annually, 

With this augmented fund and the 
more hearty and substantial support of 
the public, the beard found Its work less I 
handicapped and results far greater I 
from Its efforts.

Plan* for federating the three pro¬ 
posed universities In LouIhvUIo Into one 
great education Institution that would 
not only be a monument to the city of 
J^ouiavIHe, but a credit to the entire 
South, are now under consideration by 
the persons representing tho Baptist 
Church, the Methodist Church and the 
University of Louisville, a* proposed 
by the Louisville Commercial Club The 
federated Institution, It Is asserted, will 
have an endowment fund of sufficient 
slxo to unsure It* success and future 
maintenance. Not only will donation* 
come from local sources, but they will 
oome In large proportions from the 
East, provided everything 1* adjusted 
on a sound and bualness-llke bust*. 

An Eastern man. representing a large 
fund to be put Into educational Insti¬ 
tutions In the West and South, was In 
conference one night la*t week with a 
number of person* representing the 
three proposed universities for Louis¬ 
ville. The matter wo* discussed with¬ 
out formality and no special plan* were 
agreed upon other than the project of 
federating the three unlvereltle* wo* 
not only plausible, but evidently feasi¬ 
ble. No one In the conference pre¬ 
sumed to speak authoritatively for 
either the Buptlst Church, the Meth¬ 
odist Church or the Committee on tlw 
University of Louisville. It was agreed 
that tho matter should be considered. 

The Eastern rep resen tatlvr at the 
conference favored th© confederation 
above all things else. It was suggest¬ 
ed that In case the School of Reform 
ground* were secured for university 
purposes that there would be SUfltdenf 
ground for the purpose* of carrying 
out the proposed plan of federation. It 
was *uggf*ted that three academies be 
created separately, one to b<* managed 
by the Mettexiists, one by the Baptist* 
and the other by the manager* of the 
University of Louisville. Whon it came 
to the higher education It wus sugg&t- 
ed that some manner of exchange bo 
made whereby all could affiliate In the 
sarm* Instruction. Here it was main¬ 
tained that the greater cost of main¬ 
taining the university would be en¬ 
countered. 
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$750,000 For Federation. 


A leading business man. who wa* at 
the conference and, In fact. Instigated 
It, said yesterday that there wa* at 
least $750,000 subscribed locally which 
would be available If the federated plan 
could be carried out For Instance, the 
Methodist Church had almost $350,000 
nvullahlt* for educational purposes from 
the Speed Mitate. The Baptists have at 
least or perhaps more than $260,000 
available for such purposes. $100,000 of 
Which will Ik* don. i ted by Theodor* 
Jlarrls. of Louisville. This same man 


.void thAt tho East stood ready to co¬ 
operate In such a movement, but he 
said that no such a proposition a* put¬ 
ting up dollar for dollar had been 
brought from the Hast. 

Theodore Harris, who ha* been con¬ 
sulting with Baptist educators for some 
time In the matter of donating a ktrgi 
amount of mui^y for educaUoimi pur¬ 
poses, was one among the attendants 
at the conference held last week, and 
he rather favor* the federated plan. He 
stUd; 

"I had been considering the phin of 
giving $100,000 for educatlonul purposes 
for wine time. I discussed the matter 
with Baptist leaders, 1 told them that 
there were numerous school* which 
wanted and were asking for donations 
all the time, but I wa* of the opinion 
that the money In one lump fbr a high¬ 
er educational Institution was the right 
thing. I did not want to divide the 
money In small sum*, for in union 
there Is strength. It developed that 
the Baptist tenders were contemplating 
a university In Louisville. 

*1 believe that we may have In I»u- 
levllle one great university. I believe 
that If all tAie propositions can be con¬ 
centrated Into one movement, if we can 
secure the co-operation of our friends 
In the East, and If Louisville will da 
Its part, we can accomplish a great 
work. 1 think there Is nothing mors 
to he accomplished than this. If this 
great work Is effected we will have M 
surrender some of our small or pel 
Ideas. The. federated university ma/ 
not he Juet whnt each of us want, but 
If all of u* work together we can so- 
.Mire something that tve all desire, t 
believe In eiucatlon. and too rnuoli 
money nvnuot bo expended on this lln^ 
but wo must do the best for ail con¬ 
cerned and must not be narrow-mind¬ 
ed. No plan* have been cunsummated. 
Everything at the conference wag 
merely tentative. The federation is 
still to be work'd out, If possible. I 
have great faith in the men connect*! 
with the movement." 

Those who attended the conference 
were not inclined to be communicative,, 
fur the reason, they sold, that nothing 
was In shape a* yet to be disclosed. C. 
C. Stoll, as a representative of th# 
Methodist iTiutch or the 8p#»ed estate, 
said that he could say nothing either 
one way or the other, but that he In¬ 
tended to submit what was sold ut th# 
conference to hi* colleague* In th# 
matter. 

Another conference will be held soon 
In regard to the mutter. It i* not 
known when th© representative from 
the East will h.> In Louisville again. 
He wen* t«* Chicago from Lmtevlll#, 
but It is un«h 'WtooU (hut he U very 
jTimh token with the Ide.» of federating 
ih>- three proposed educational inatug* 
tlons.

BITTER ATTACK 


Daclares Race Issue Alone 
Actuated President. 


South Carolina Senator Dis¬ 
cusses Negro Affair. 


Purports To Represent Atti¬ 
tude of South. 


NOTABLE ADDRESS IN SENATE. 


Washington. Jan. 12.—The Senate lis¬ 
tened to a debate on the rare question 
to-day In which Senator Tillman was 
the principal participant and Senator 
Patterson. of Colorado, hi* opponent, 
which brought Into striking contrast 
the Ideas of the South and North on 
this question. 

Preach nt Roosevelt’s action In the 
Bri i'nsvllle matter was the subject of 
dlf usston Mr. Tillman held that noth¬ 
in was Involved In It except the race 
c estlon. and that the present Admin¬ 
istration was responsible for th* grow. 
Ing acute condition of the rac»* ques¬ 
tion In the South. The President, he 
maintained, had encouraged the negro 
to assert his equality and then had 
wrought vengeance on a whole bat¬ 
talion for following that encourage¬ 
ment. He condemned the President’s 
action In both respects. 

Mr. Patterson defended the Presi¬ 
dent's right to dismiss th© troop, but 
believed there might bo some ground 
to question Its policy. He condemned 
In strong terms what he regarded as 
the radical position of rM. Tillman and 
predicted that the extinction of the 
Democratic party In the North would 
follow a continuance of such tactics. 

The debate occupied four hours and 
was listened to with the greatest inter¬ 
est by throngs which filled the gal¬ 
leries. by members of the House of 
Representatives who‘lined the Senate 
chamber and by many Senators. On 
several occasions the galleries had toj 
be warned against applause by the 
Vice President, who finally threatened 
to clear them If the effenss was re¬ 
peated. 

♦ • • 

What Might Happen. 


Following a colloquy with Senator 
Culberson on hib position as to the 
President’s authority under the ar¬ 
ticles of war to discharge the soldiers. 
Mr. Tillman remarked that none of the 
negroes discharged would return to 
Texas. 

’’One of thef." he continued, ’’that 
famous sergeant. Mingo Sanders, 
comes from South Carolina. I would 
like to meet Mingo and shake bis hand. 
But he Is not going back to South Car¬ 
olina and let me know that he Is com¬ 
ing'* 

“Why not?" Interpected Senator For- 
aker. 

Because the suspicion might prevail 
as to who really did the killing would 
muk" U unhealthy for him down there. 
I wish It was not so, but I can’t help 
it. If he had been discharged honor¬ 
ably he could have oome down there 
and been the biggest man at negro 
camp-meetings and received respectful 
treatment from the whites." 

"What would probably happen to 
him?" persisted Mr. Forsker. 

“Oh." ejaculated Mr. Tillman, with 
evidence of Impatience. "I am going to 
discuss the rae<* question directly." and 
as the evidence of amusement at his 
retort subsided, he added: 

"Don't you fret. I am going to got 
right down to the milk In the ooooa- 
nut, but I don’t want the Arc alarm’ to 
go oft until the bell rings." (Daughter.) 

Senator Tillman convulsed the gal¬ 
lics and amused many Seiiaior* a 
minute later by Illustrating the dis¬ 
crimination between the races In 
Washington. 

"Negroes are not allowed to drink at 
all the bara#tn Washington, as you all 
know.'* he said. The last three words 
were given special emphasis, snd th*« 
8*nator waved his hand to Include the 
whole Senate. 

• • • 

Address Dispassionate 

M". Tillman said there were some 
ttmee when he wished to be dispassion¬ 
ate and deliberate, and he had prepared 
In w-rltlng his discussion of the race 
question of whether we are to be a 
confederation or a nation. 

"We were,” he *ald. "a nation with a 
t>U? *N.’ but the flout hero half of tho 
oountry had no conception of the word 
’nation’ except as It Is connected with 
the word ’nigger'—and more's the 
pity.” 

To a question from Senator B^-verldge 
tbit a remedy be suggested. Mr Till¬ 
man declined to enter into that phase 
of the discussion He raid h«* had arisen 
fr m & sick bed to speak and to follow 
the suggestion of tho question would 
Involve another two hours* speech. It 
had simply been hit object to point out 
that the people of the 5outh were on 
the crest of a volcano and confronted 
with a situation of w hlch the people ef 
the* North had no conception. As to the 
Brownsville matter, he stood on the 
proposition vhat the Innocent ought not 
to be punished because there were 
aom* sul.ty, "and 1 think the President 


has made some v<Ty grave blunders In 
dealing with this subject." he added. 

Senator Patterson followed Mr. Till¬ 
man. announcing his belief that the 
President had the legal right to take 
the action he had. but believed the wis¬ 
dom or propriety of that action might i 
be open to question. He had no doubt | 
the President was moved from the 
highest motives, and asserted that the 
censure by the Senator from South I 
Carolina that the President was moved i 
by race prejudice was unjust. He bo-j 
lleved the Booker Washington lunch 
disproved such a conclusion. 

The Senate in the next session, he 
said, would have but two Democratic 
Senators from the North, and it was 
his belief that a short time in the fu¬ 
ture would see the political dividing 
line completely drawn between, the 
North and South. 

* • • 

Tillman Not Alone. 

• ~ 1 — 

It was such speeches as had Just been ' 
delivered, he maintained, which would 
hasten this condition. Mr. Tillman, he 
said, was not alone In his advocacy of 
repealing the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
amendments. 

"Gov. V&rd&man. of Mississippi, and 
Hoke Smith, soon to be Governor, if 
he Is not already Governor of Georgia." 
said Mr. Patterson, "have made the 
same declarations, and there is rapidly 
being organised & sentiment toward 
uniting the people of the North and 
South In the repeal otf these constitu¬ 
tional provisions and which will ryult 
In a practical return to the condition of 
peonage for the negro.” 

Ascertaining that Mr. Patterson had 
never been In tho "black belt" of Ala¬ 
bama or Mississippi. Mr. Tillman sug¬ 
gested that It might be wreli for him to 
go down there "and learn something. 

When Mr. Patterson explained that 
his purpose was correctly to state the 
position of the Northern Democrat as 
opposed to the radicalism expressed. 
Mr .Tillman ejactulated: 

• Even If there should never be anot- 
er Democrat elected from the North, 
the people of the South will stand for 
white supremacy." 

Tills sentiment brought applause 
from the galleries Mr. Pattqrson 
maintained that the disfranchisement 
of the negro simply meant a return to 
peonage. 

"But," again interrupted Mr. Tillman, 
"the Senator wants us of the South to 
lift ourselves over the fence with our 
bootstraps. We could not do that, but 
we got over the best way we could." 

Mr. Patterson continued. Insisting 
that In his belief only a very small 
minority of the people of the South 
were In sympathy with the views ex¬ 
pressed; that the better element was 
decidedly against such methods, and 
h^ did not believe the people of the 
North were getting a correct idea of 
the real situation from lectures deliv¬ 
ered In Northern cities by prominent 
Southerners. ,

Greeted By Applauae. 

Mr. Tillman took this reference to 
apply to himself, and asserted that he 
had spoken to 100.000 Northerners In 
his lectures, and that he had received 
applause and approbation. The char¬ 
acter of his audiences, he said. Indicat¬ 
ed that he was addressing the better 
element. He concluded his interruption 
by issuing a challenge to Senator Pat¬ 
terson to debate the race question with 
him In Colorado, at any time or place. 

Mr. Patterson declined the Invitation 
to debate, and said he only wished to 
point out that both the people of the 
South and the Democrats of the North 
had to bear the odium and burden such 
utterances entailed. This drew a hot 
retort from Mr. Tillman. 

"So far." he said, "as my own party 
is concerned in the North. It is such a 
shining example of ward politicians, 
dirty, low' creatures, who use every 
tactic and all means tp buy votes, that 
I don't care if we never have any of 
that type to back us up. We have got 
no use for them." 

After the applause in the galleries 
had died out and the Vice President 
bad warned the audience against ap¬ 
plause. Mr. Patterson remarked: 

"1 will not reply in any way to the 
last utterance of the Senator from 
South Carolina." 

Mr. Patterson then took up the sub¬ 
ject of criminal assaults and lynchlngs, 
and read statistics showing that thofo 
had been seventy-three lynchtngs dur¬ 
ing the year 190«. Thirty-four of these 
lynching®, he said. w r ere for criminal 
assaults, and this number did not bear 
out the impression made prevalent by 
the constant denunciation of this crime, 
especially when it was realised that 
there were more than 10.000.000 In this 
country. He believed a strict reliance 
on law would In n large part eradicate 
this crime.

At this point Mr. Money called the 
speaker’s attention to the record of one 
case of criminal assault In Colorado 
during the year mentioned, for which a 
negro was burned at (he stake by a 
mob. Mr. Patterson did not Justify 
this, but explained that it occurred in 
a sparsely-settled section of the State. 
He Indorsed the words of the President 
m%ia annual message condemning mob 
violence. 

In this connection, Mr. Money again 
Interrupted to quote from memory a 
statement in one of President Rooso- 
veit’s books, entitled "Roughing It." in 
which the President Justified the lynch¬ 
ing of horse thieve** in the early days 
if Idaho. This reference to Idaho 
brought Senator Hey burn to bia feet 


at once with a disclaimer that the Sen¬ 

ator was mistaken In the State. 

"Perhaps I arti. as the Senator Is stlil 
olive.” retorted Senator Money, much 
to the amusement of Senators and gal¬ 
leries. He at once disclaimed anything 
but a pleasantry* In his remark, and 
said he would say it was Wyoming If 
he did not s*e Senator Warren In his 
seat. Mr. Warren protested that it 
was not Wyoming. 

When Mr. Patterson read the statis¬ 
tics of lynching by States, showing that 
five lynching* had occurred during the 
year in South Carolina. Senator Till¬ 
man woe on his feet and exclaimed: 

’’And as long as negroes continue to 
ravish white women we wlil continue 
to lynch them." 

"If I had supposed I would have pro¬ 
voked such an utterance as that from 
the Senator I would have omitted 
South Carolina.” exclaimed Mr. Patter¬ 
son. and called his attention to the 
mob rule In Colorado In 1904 and 1905. 

Mr. Patterson roplled. In concluding 
his speech, that he had spoken with 
little efTect If he had failed to demon¬ 
strate that he had not and was not 
assailing tho people of the South. On 
the contrary, he declared hta whole 
purpose to be to set fotoh that the bet¬ 
ter element In the South held no such 
radical views as had been expressed, 
and that those who held the (‘adlcsl 
views were few in number. To support 
this, he read extracts from the utter¬ 
ances of educational leaders and the 
clergy of the South, expressing the 
Idea that the wiay to solve the race 
question was to build up and recognise 
the manhood of the negro.

The 
Americans of the Pacific coast, as I 
understand It. are bitterly opposed to | 
this policy and without regard to party 
lines. These Americans ought to know 
what Is for their best Interest and they 
ought and undoubtedly will have the] 
sympathy and aid of their fellow cit¬ 
izens North and South In protecting 
their Interests. But these two phases 
of the race problem sink Into insig¬ 
nificance alongside a greater and more 
vital question of the relationship of I 
the races In the. Southern States of the 
Union. 

"In six Southern States. South Caro¬ 
lina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama. Mis¬ 
sissippi and Louisiana. In tho aggro- 
gate the negroes outnumber the whites, 
and In two of them. South Carolina and 
Mississippi, the negro preponderance 
Is very heavy.

Basketball. the only sport actively In¬ 
dulged Jn by college athletes at this sea¬ 
son. Is occupying the limelight of atten¬ 
tion all over the State, and Wabash. with 
a trying schedule of games, kids fair to 
repeat Its performance of last season, 
when It defeated every* college team In 
Indiana and escaped without once holding 
the short end of the score. With four of 
Its 1906-6 quintet back on thejloor and 
Its closest competitors of Last season 
weaker this year than last, there is lit¬ 
tle doubt that Wabash will again bring 
the ohamplonshlp to Crawfordsville. 

In track athleUes the school has made 
wonderful strides In recent years, and in 
the spring meets it expects to contend 
seriously in every event. The school 
reels certain of carrying oft the honors 
In the pole vault and the intermediate 
sprints, while its only admittedly weak 
department Is in weight throwing.

There ore now seven 
svewed candidates for the slab position, 
and other men useful In the twirling de¬ 
partment are expected to enter college 
with the opening of the soring term In 
March. The Infield probably will be In¬ 
tact with the players of last season, while 
there I* a multitude of mutortnl for tha 
other positions Still. It has been an¬ 
nounced by Coach Cayou that his ultima¬ 
tum to the football squad that the man 
In the best condition and the one who 
trains hard and consistently shall be 


given the preference, will hold good with 
the baseball men Every aspiring cundl 
date will bo given a fair show to demon 
strate what ho can do. and If hr shows 
belter than the older players he will draw 
the plum. 

Wabush lost the Alt-1 ndlana football 
championship on a scratch score by In¬ 
diana University, and If the “Little 
Giants" win tho basketball and baseball 
championships she will have attained 
something that no school of It* «l*- ha* 
ever accomplished. With about 300 stu¬ 
dents from which to draw hei material 
for the various athletic teams. It seems 
little short of wonderful the success the 
Wabash teams have had within the Iasi 
half dozen years Yet there 1ms never 
ben the remotest intimation by any othc. 
college or university In the 8tate that 
Wabash has used any than the fairest 
methods. There has been no suspicion of 
professionalism nor has the school ever 
been accused of offering monetary or 
other unfair Influence to attract good 
athletes to her; In fact, ^>f the seven 
larger Institutions of learning In Indiana 
there is hardly any aside from Wabash 
hut that has been accused, and In many 
Instances the accusation has been proved, 
of being unfair. If not actually dishonest. 
In the matter of athletics. 

As an Interesting fact connected with 
the success of Wabash's gthletlc orgnnl. 
xstlons of the recent past. It Is attrib¬ 
uted directly to these achievements that 
the attendance has Increased from about 
130 students to over 3D0. or more than 
double. The young athletes of Indiana 
and adjoining States have come to bellevo 
that being a member of a winning team 
In a small school like Wabash brings n 
greater measure of glory than member¬ 
ship on an equally successful team In a 
larger Institution, and they probably are 
right In their belief. Certain I* Is that 
not Irt rer**nt years nt least has any 
small school made such a great showing 
In athletics In all Its branches as has 
W/ib/tsh. and this too. with what Is con¬ 
sidered about the “stlffest" curriculum of 
any of Indiana's colleges. This fact, to¬ 
gether with tho fact that no student Is 
allowed to compete for a position !n any 
athletic team who Is not up In his studies, 
makes the school's showing all the more 
notable. - 

With direct Yacutty control and nlso 
with the hearty support and co-operation 
of the citizens of Crawfordsville. the 
present athletic prosperity of Wubash 
seems assured for several years to com-, 
the only danger being that the anxiety 
of the school and Us supporters to main¬ 
tain the present high standard may re¬ 
sult In a letting down of the bars und 
open Wabash to the same criticism that 
has besmirched the name of several oth¬ 
ers of the Indiana educational Institu¬ 
tions.

O’Day Says Ho Could Catch Runner* 
Napping, But Ewing Would 
Not Allow It.

* ICK* ALTROCK Is one of 
the hardest pitchers In 
th© world to beat, be¬ 
cause he doesn't give 
base runners a chance to steal on him.'* 
enJd Frank Selee. the former manager of 
the Cubs, during a fanning bee at the 
Western League meeting recently. *Mr. 
Selee, who has always been one of the 
closest observers In baseball and ono of 
the most interesting talker* on the na¬ 
tional game, pointed out In concise man¬ 
ner tho big advantage Altrock ho* over 
on opposing team. 

“In tho first place." said the veteran 
manager. “Altrock has almost perfect 
control That means you have got to hit 
tho ball to gut to first. Secondly, you 
can't steal on him. because he watches 
first like a hawk and ha* a wonderful 
snap throw to th© base which does not 
permit a runner to get moro than two 
steps away from the base without great 
danger of getting caught. 

“There are several pitchers In the game 
who have more speed and better curves 
than Altrock. but who don t win as many 
gomes. 'Nick* more than mnJce* up for 
his lack of speed and curves by his great 
fielding, his accurate control and his at¬ 
tention to men on the bases, it ho* been 
tho samo for years. Good left-handers 
who kept the runner* close to first were 
always winners.

His mother attempted to arouse 
him w’hen she discovered his lifeless 
body, but she received no response and, 
thoroughly alarmed, called Dr. T. D 
Fink, who pronounced de*th due to 
heart disease.

In the course of Mi talk before the fac¬ 
ulty. Prof. Hslleck *ald: 

"I believe Hint all pupil* who wish to 
study any language other than their own. 
whether Latin, German or Frensh. ought 
to begin at tho nge of ten. 1 wish that 
the high schools could reach down into 
the Bnvcnth grade and begin Instruction 
In ar.y desired language there. High 
school specialists would have to do this, 
for the graded schools could not afford 
these specialist*. Any one not a trained 
expert could do more damage in three 
months, touching children a foreign lari- 
guMif, than they could remedy under a 
good teacher In three yetars. 

"The time ha* come w hen we ought to 
urge on the general public a change from 
present methods Personally. 1 wish Ihst 
the four High Schools of Louisville could 
take over all the eight grades In Louis¬ 
ville naxt September; If net. then, as sonn 
after this ns practicable. I believe that 
ibis step would soon demonstrate the 
wisdom of taking over the Sevelth grade 
also. YY’e may talk until our throat* are 
dry over improved methods of teaching 
languages In high schools, but the lan¬ 
guages wilt always be lu tho way of other 
necessary studies If they are not begun 
until the nge of fourteen. 

"I predict that the high schools of the 
most progressive cities In this country 
will within five years have taken over all 
of the Eighth grade, while a larjce num¬ 


ber will have annexed the Seven! 
also.

"My reasons for this prediction are as 
follows: The Germans have repeatedly 
crlied our attention to the fact that Ger¬ 
man pupil* of the earn** age are two years 
further advanced th.in our own. and that 
under* present methods two y#urs are 
wasted in tbs nusn of our grades The 
mecabe r s of tho English Commis¬ 

sion. who made an exhaustive study of 
American #choa>. reported that two years 
w*®r* lost In our gmde*. We must save 
the time of our American children, for 
time is aii that the majority of psreuts 
can bequeath to them. 

"If the High .Schools could begin cer¬ 
tain stnd.eH, tike languages, two year* 
forlltr, boys would have more t m--* for 
rcience. mathematics, history and politic¬ 
al rcletice and they would lx? better fitted 
to enter the business world after gradua¬

Middlesboro Land Company’s Sr!t

It was because Hearst was the only 
representative of Bryan In the field that 
Judge Oolerick, Judge Pollanl and 
State Senator Ulrey, of Northern In¬ 
diana, championed hi* cause In 11*04.

Beside this, these m«i were 
champions of the resolution In the State 
platform last year that Indorsed Bryan 
for tho presidency In 19CK. and they are 
not disposed to lend their efforts to 
any scheme that would tend to foist 
another candidate upon the party or 
lessen the vote for Bryan, should he 
be nominated. It happens then that the 
party managers are aWe to turn the 
tables completely on Hearst at this tlma 
by representing that he is trying to 
make conditions In Indiana that will 
force the party to turn to him In 19C8, 
when by every rule of political honor 
the organisation is bound to Bryan. 

But In a number of counties condi¬ 
tion* exist that have given the Hearst 
movement a very decided show of 
strength.. Many of tho Democrat* are 
opposed bo the present Taggart or¬ 
ganisation throughout the State, but 
heretofore have been Impotent In their 
efforts to do away with It. The oppo¬ 
sition does not have the purse of the 
party, and there has always been a 
scarcity of money when the fight 
against Taggart was inaugurated. The 
entrance of Hearst Into the field prom¬ 
ise to meet this urgent need, for he 
Is lavish with his money, and his 
agents have assured Democrats of the 
arKl-Taggart camp that nothing will be 
lacking In the way' of funds. Taking 
this sentiment as the nucleus around 
which to organize, the Hearst men are 
making some progress, and In several 
counties wiH be able to muster consid¬ 
erable strength. 

• • • 

Taggart Seeks Indorsement. 

Mr. Taggart says he will not be a 
candidate for national chairman again, 
but he would be glad to serve another 
term as the Indiana member of the 
National Committee. He wants a sec¬ 
ond term as an indorsement of his 
first, and this Is what hi* opponents 
in the party do not want him to have. 
The first fight Is to be made for mem¬ 
bers of the State Central Committee, 
and the Hearst people and the nntl- 
Taggart men are to make common 
cause with each other In that fight 
Five members of the present committee 
were elected as anti -Taggart men. and 
this Wits accomplished without money 
with which to form an organ!option. 
It takes but seven members to coned- 
tute a majority, and. If there Is money 
with which to organize. & winning 
fight is net outside the range of prob¬ 
ability. 

('arefu! investigation In several parts 
of the State forces the conclusion that 
the efforts to form an Independence 
League are not bearing fruit among 
the influential member* of the Demo¬ 
cratic party, and it would be difficult 
to name a man who has reached any 
prominence In Ihe organisation, who 
Is openly allied with Hearst. A num¬ 
ber of well-known Democrat* are op¬ 
posed to Tnggart. and they will ac¬ 
cept any aid that Hearst may give to 
the efTort to retire Taggart from lead¬ 
ership. but they declare In the same 
breath that the arc not In sympathy 
*!th the Hearst movement to form an¬ 
other organization. 

• • • 

Socialists Work For Him. 

But in some of the mining counties 
and In a few of the cities where there 
are large manufacturing establishments 
there m a trend of tho Social¬ 

ists to the Hearst standard. They are 
receiving and distributing the Hearst 
literature, and some of the most radical! 
among them are acting as agents for 
the Hearst papers, anJ thus aiding In 
the dissemination of the principles of 
the leader. The men. however, who 
are most active as champions of Hearn 
have been affiliating with the Socialist 
movement for year* Foma of them 
were originally Democrat* and aom** 
of 'ip-m were Republican*. Thpy s>em 
to think that they are making littlei 
headway, and that, with a new leader¬ 
ship. they will gain strength and Influ¬ 
ence, 

Among the possible results of 
Hearst'* emranee into Indiana is thai 
starting of a dally paper in thl* city, 
and the Democrats arc no* seriously 
Considering rteps to counteract such a 
move by establishing a daily them¬ 
selves. Negotiations have been pend¬ 
ing In several directions for several 
weeks, and H now seem* probable that 
the plant of a moderate-sized city dally 
will be transferred here nnd becom* 
the party organ in a few weeks. ' 'on -1 
Terences have been held with the own¬ 
er bv members of th* Statu Central 
Committee, and negotiations may now 
h- said to have progressed nearly to 
completion.
